BAICERY  GIFTS  TO  AHx^ED  FORCES  OKAY   'Bakers  may  send  fruit  cakes  and 

other  products  of  their  own  bakeries  to  employees  in  the  armed  forces,  under  a 
special  relaxation  of  War  Food  Order  i^"o,  1,  which  otherwise  prohibits  any  baker 
from  giving  away  his  cakes  and  cookies  except  to  charitable  institutions* 

General  permission  for  the  Christmas  exception  has  been  granted  to -the 
entire  baking  industry,  d.ue  to  many  requests  and  the  fact  that  supplies  of  wheat 
and  other  baking  ingredients  are  now  m.ore  plentiful. 
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
